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On Thursday, November 13, Premier Duplessis finally agreed to meet with 
student delegation representing Quebec universities on the problem of government 
lor education. The financial end of education has become a very serious problem 
.t September tuition fees were increased at Montreal, McGiU and Laval Universities 
a result, at present over half of Quebec university students come from the richest 
lal class . 

In January the presidents of the universities sent a letter to Duplessis asking 
an interview to discuss the problem. They passed two resolutions, one asking for 
itional aid. and the other asking that the aid be directed toward financial relief for 
lents by reduction in tuition fees and increased scholarships and bursaries. This 
2r was Ignored by the Premier. The campaign was continued with no results. 

On March 6 the students staged a one day strike. The purpose of the 
e was to make the public aware of the student memorandum and to protest 
nst the action of the Premier. 

The campaign continued over the summer months until finally last week 
tessis agreed to meet with the students.

A UNIQUE ADDRESS

The Macdonald Memorial Foundation states that the purpose of the annual 
War Memorial Address is to promote an intelligent understanding of world affairs h 
young Canadians. This purpose was fulfilled to a very commendable degree on Nov 
nth by Mr. B.C. Gardner, whose speech on Canadian foreign policy was a welcorr 
innovation on a campus where political discussion and thought is in a state of infant 
paralysis . 

Mr. Gardner's knowledge of foreign affairs is extensive, and he presented i 
with many interesting facts. His interpretation of these facts would indicate that, 1 
he delivered his address from the floor of the Commons, he would have done so frc 
the Government benches. It is certain, however, that no matter where he stood, n 
a hearty "here, here" would have resounded from all sides of the House. Naturall 
there would also have been a few Parliamentary "oh, oh's" on occasion, and it is u 
these latter points that, with the greatest respect, the writer would like to commer 

It is well known that Canada is a member of the General Agreement on Tan 
and Trade, (G.A.T.T,), - an agreement by which a large number of countries bine 
themselves to observe certain general principles. Foremost among these principl 
is non-discriminationo Exclusive trade advantages must not be sought, or granted 
and those already well established are not to be enlarged. When Canada became a 
party to this agreement, it was under a Liberal administration whose policy, apprc 
priately enough, was, and is, genuine non-discriminatory expansion of trade. 

Since the recent change of office, however, there has been considerable coi 
fusion concerning these matters. On the hucksters^ platform before the election, ^ 
wandering Prime Minister apparently intimated that he intended to divert 15% of 
Canada^s trade from the U.S. to the U.K. One must say apparently, for he hotly c 
this many many times in later days - and Mr. Diefenbaker is an honourable man. 
then, must we befuddled students think when our visiting speaker warmly remarks: 
'Nve seek to expand international trade", and then, in later reference to U.S. Cana 
relations, states, "we donH like their wheat disposal program, and they don*t like 
effort to divert trade to the U.KV . Whave have we here? Mr. Diefenbaker woul 
positively devastated! Had Mr. Gardner been speaking in the Commons, he might 
have heard a similar interjection to the one which the Leader of the C.C.F. ^^^^^^ 
at the Minister of Justice during a speech which the latter made this summer - 
you really slipped"! 

As Mr. Gardner's speech developed, he intimated, on discussing our relat 
with the Commonwealth and the U.S., that Canada's stand during the Suez crisis 
most undesirable one. He said, "Although I for one do not know exactly what oar 



governn^ent said in the Suez crisis, it was quite clear that Canada was not prepared 
o back the polxcy. and it was not very pleasant to see Canada, the U.S and Russia 
lined up together on the same side at the United Nations".

the Dept of External Affairs, and its stand, as expressed by Mr. Lester B Pearson 
the Secretary of State for External Affairs at that time - the man whom Bruce 
Hutchison describes as "Canada's first great internactional statesman" - was fully

m the House that Britain and France acted, "suddenly, with force, and certainly 
without any consultation of any kind with Canada ... They found it necessary to inter- 
vene in Suez after the fighting had begun between Israel and Egypt, against the 
wishes of both parties and against the resistance of one party to that fighting. There 
was no reference of the matter to the United Nations, but on the contrary there was 
opposition to any such reference". 

For anyone wishing to get the facts, they need only consult the Oct. - Dec 
1956 publication of the Dept. of External Affairs entitled "The Crisis in the Middle' 
East". In view of these facts, they will find little to criticise in the Canadian 
Government's policy at that time. 

At a later point in his address, Mr. Gardner stated that we must "support 
our leaders and help to develop a healthy public opinion on foreign affairs". It 
would have been well had we done that two years ago. "Foreign policy, " Mr. 
Gardner tells us. "is far too important to be left to the politicians . " This may be 
true, but if the public refuses to keep informed, we have no choice. We can only 
hope that Canada's external affairs will be handled with half the skill in the next 
ten years as they were in the last ten, under the guidance of Canada's Nobel Peace 
Prize winner, and according to the British "Manchester Guardian", one of the 
world's most trustworthy statesmen". Hope springs eternal! ! Your move

INTERVIEW WITH DR. KEVAN 



Not so long ago. we had the privilege to talk to our new head of the 
Entomology Department at Macdonald, Dr. D. Keith McE. Ke^

at the University of Edinburgh. His experience as an instructor was also obtained 
there as he taught at the University of Nottingham for 10 years, where he received 
his Ph.D. 

Dr. Kevan came to Canada March 7, 1958 and ever since that date has 
been at our college. Dr. Kevan stated that he likes it here very much, but, 
there are a few things in the Canadian University system that he considers inferior 
to the system he is most familiar with. 

First of all he criticised the fact that Canadian students are forced to 
work all summer to make enough money to put themselves through college. He 
finds that this fact makes teaching complicated, as there is such a short time left 
to teach so much. Dr. Kevan stated that 90% of all students in England are aided 
financially and therefore have the opportunity to study during the summer. On the 
other hand, Dr. Kevan approved of students working a certain time as it broadens 
experience and it is stimulating, but the fact remains that the Canadian students 
have to do one year's work in seven months. 

Another point Dr. Kevan found open for certain criticism is th3^t the 
Canadian students come to the Universities too immature. They have been spoon- 
fed all through their previous education and expect the same at college. Maybe 
the reason for this lies with the High School system, which does not prepare the 
students enough for Universities. However, Dr. Kevan finds that at the end of our 
four year education here at Macdonald College we are well qualified and especially 
M.Sc. and Ph.D. are high standing degrees. 

As Dr. Kevan stated before, he likes it here at Macdonald College very 
rnuch, but he hopes to see some improvements in our educational system in the 
future .
